SUBJECT: Negotiations Committee Consideration of Ceasefire Terms 



The Secretary General's recent initiative calling for a 
'general stand still truce," raises the complex problem of 
ceasefire terms. 

The Committee considered two papers on this subject. One 
was prepared by the Vietnam Working Group, which the Negotiations 
Committee considers a thoughtful, careful treatment of the 
problem. It raises some important questions and points out • 
some useful approaches. 

The second paper was prepared by Colonel Ginsburgh of 
Walt Rostow's staff. While this is a provocative paper in its 
own right, it outlines in essence a military and political 
program for the acceptance of the surrender of the Communist 
forces. The Negotiations Committee feels this paper, therefore, 
is not applicable to the- Secretary General's proposal. 

In addition to these two papers,. a major study has been 
underway for some time which addresses the who.le question of 
a ceasefire. It is a joint State Department - Defense 
Department effort, chaired by a member of the Policy Planning 
Council. I understand that it will be finished shortly. When 
completed, it should provide useful guidance to ceasefire terms 
and enforcement problems.
